This  careful  and  analytic  history  of  an 
important  religious  movement,  hitherto 
available  only  in  French,  is  a  valuable  addi- 
tion to  the  literature  on  the  sectarian  move- 
ments which  have  marked  the  history  of 
Christianity. 

Professor  Desroche  sets  the  history  of  the 
Shakers  in  the  general  context  of  Protestant 
sectarian  movements  from  the  eighteenth 
century  on,  and  presents  the  communi- 
tarian movement  in  relationship  to  an 
indifferent  or  hostile  world.  His  interpreta- 
tions have  immediate  relevance  to  the 
current  experiments  with  communal  forms 
of  existence.  The  author  not  only  discusses 
the  history  of  the  Shakers,  but  also  shows 
how  their  attitudes  to  communal  life  repre- 
sent their  solution  to  historical  problems  of 
social  existence  which  still  trouble  us. 

Noted  sociologist  Henri  Desroche  has 
written  a  number  of  distinguished  works 
including  Sociologies  religieuses  (English 
translation  forthcoming  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Massachusetts  Press),  Socialismes  et 
sociologies  religieuse  and  Saint  Simon. 
John  K.  Savacool  is  Professor  of  French  at 
Williams  College.

This  new  translation  of  Plato's  dialogue  on 
love  avoids  the  cumbersome  locutions  of 
Victorian  versions  and  presents  Plato's 
ancient  drinking  party  in  a  vigorous  con- 
temporary idiom.  The  character  of  Socrates 
emerges  with  unexpected  wit  and  humor, 
adding  new  dimensions  to  his  familiar 
irony.  The  translation  is  meant  to  appeal  to 
the  modern  ear  and  sensibility  while  re- 
maining true  to  the  original  intent. 

A  detailed  internal  analysis  of  the  struc- 
ture of  the  dialogue  is  given  in  the  introduc- 
tion. The  afterword  presents  an  historical 
interpretation  of  two  ways  of  love,  eros  and 
agape,  and  a  reinterpretation  of  eros  in 
Plato. 

America's  outstanding  graphic  artist, 
Leonard  Baskin,  has  contributed  an  extraor- 
dinary series  of  line  drawings,  including 
portraits  of  Socrates  and  Diotima,  which 
illuminate  the  text. 

Suzy  Q  Groden,  who  teaches  classics  in 
Lincoln,  Massachusetts,  is  the  acclaimed 
translator  of  The  Poems  of  Sappho.  John  A. 
Brentlinger  is  Professor  of  Classical  Philos- 
ophy at  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
and  has  published  on  Plato.

The  poet's  eye  touches  on  scenes  in  Cali- 
fornia, Maine,  Massachusetts,  on  rivers, 
planes,  backyards,  the  sea,  as  the  reader 
integrates  the  events  of  the  narrative.

But  —  if 
they  succeed  —  they  are  the  other  side  of 
that  coin,  a  necessary  complement.  These 
poems  are  the  dreams  that  go  before,  and 
follow,  real  events.  In  fact,  I  think  they 
turn  out  to  be  a  bill  of  damages,  a  totaling- 
up  of  the  incalculable  petty  costs  of  living 
in  perpetual  opposition.

Rosellen  Brown  and  her  husband  taught 
at  Tougaloo  College,-  together  they  partici- 
pated in  the  civil  rights  movement.  She  is  at 
work  on  an  anthology  of  writings  by  Black 
college  students  and  her  fiction  and  poetry 
have  appeared  in  numerous  magazines  in- 
cluding Poetry,  The  Nation,  and  The 
Atlantic.

The  Civil  Affairs/Military  Government 
(CA/MG)  function  of  the  United  States 
Army  (the  governing  of  civilians  in  recently 
occupied  or  defeated  nations)  had  its  formal 
beginning  with  the  invasion  of  Normandy 
in  1944.  This  book,  opening  with  that  event 
and  closing  in  Berlin,  is  a  day-to-day  record 
of  CA/MG  field  operations  written  by  John 
J.  Maginnis  who  held  four  different  types  of 
administrative  positions  with  CA/MG. 

The  work  is  one  of  movement  and  vari- 
ety, and  it  provides  a  rare  look  at  a  little- 
publicized,  but  vital  operation  of  the  mil- 
itary. The  officers  of  CA/MG  worked  as 
bankers,  coal  miners,  firemen,  public  rela- 
tions experts,  civil  engineers,  and  always  as 
diplomats.  General  Maginnis'  records  in- 
clude valuable  material  on  the  Army's 
relations  with  French  resistance  forces,  and 
on  Soviet- American  confrontations  during 
the  first  months  of  Berlin's  joint  occupation. 

Major  General  John  J.  Maginnis  (AUS, 
RET.)  received  his  B.S.  degree  from  the 
University  of  Massachusetts.  At  the  time  of 
his  retirement  from  the  service  in  1957,  he 
held  some  twenty  United  States  and  foreign 
decorations  as  well  as  civilian  awards  from 
four  nations.  Robert  A.  Hart  is  a  member  of 
the  Department  of  History  at  the  University 
of  Massachusetts  and  is  co-author  of  The 
Uncertain  Crusade.

Mr.  Wilson  received  his  Ph.D.  from  the 
University  of  California,  Berkeley,  and  is 
the  author  of  numerous  scholarly  articles; 
he  is  presently  Professor  of  Forestry  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts.
